Nearly 91 years old, he has managed to keep 
what many of us lose before we reach half that age; an open, in­ 
quiring mind, a forward-looking attitude that is ever ready to 
hail a new horizon, a willingness to recognize change and a desire 
co rn.et that change unhampered by too great reliance on the pre­ 
cedents of the past. 


C ot Id such a man be called old? 
In years, of course; he 
has gone far beyond the scriptural allotment of three score and 
ten. 
But mentally he has been one of the youngest men on the 
bench, and he has given the nation’s supreme court a tradition of 
liberalism that has leavened it for years. 
And now he is retiring; and few Americans of any time 
had a finer record of service to look back upon.

it is startling to reslfco what a long period his active life 
spans. 
He served in the Civil War, seeing much of the hottest 
fighting of that fearfully sanguinary conflict, and being wounded 
in action three times— near Richmond, at Antietam and at Fred­ 
ericksburg. 
He returned to Massachusetts, the distinguished son 
ct a distinguished father, to finish his education, to teach law at 
Harvard and to serve for 20 years on his state’s supreme court, 
leaving it only when President Roosevelt elevated him to the 
United States supreme bench. 
Few men have compiled so bright a record. 
And yet it is 
not the record alone that has endeared him to his countrymen. 
It is a thing harder to define, harder to grasp— a thing that is 
most easily summed up in che overworked word of everyday con­ 
versation as “personality.” 
It is what he is, more than what he 
has done, that makes his final retirement such an unpleasant bi. 
ot news. 
Heaven knows Justice Holmes has earned a rest, and we 
cannot begrudge it to him. 
We can only regret that it finally be­ 
came necessary for him to take it. 
In the quaint, old-fashioned 
phrase, “he has deserved well of the Republic.” 


OUR LIVING STANDARD- ° 
The long awaited report on comparative living costs for 
American and European workmen, compiled by the International 
Labor ulfice at the request of Henry Ford, who wanted to know 
how much he should pay his European employes to put them on a 
par with his workers in Detroit, has at last been made public. 
It is a highly interesting document. 
Living costs in Detroit are shown to be substantially higher 
than those abroad. 
Those of the Paris factory hand, for instance, 
are only about 80 per cent of those of the Detroiter; in Manches­ 
ter, the figure is about 75 per cent; in Berlin, slightly below 90 
per cent. 
Part of America’s high wages are eaten up by higher 
living costs. 
But not all. 
The report shows that the American enjoys a 
far higher standard of living. 
Aulos, radios, electric refrigerat­ 
ors and washing machines have a part in che American’s life. The 
european workman never sees them. 


I-AI ING REPARATIONS— 
Ge rm any s bl. ut annal ncement that no more reparations 
can be paid may be the beginning of almost anything. 
lf th a t announcement had been made a year or more ago, 
I ere is little doubt that French troops Mould have been march-

So far, nothing of cha.

It is not outside the bounds of possibility that this an­ 
nouncement about reparations may be the point from which ulti­ 
mate revision of the whole treaty will date.

'm incem eat, located in a . mall New Jersey town, has announced a 
pending increase in production to ‘150 tons a month—an increase 
which, it is said. merely reflects a greatly increased public demand. 
If American citizens are eating more pie, it must be that 
things are a Ii111.• bit better with them than was the case a short 
tim e ago. 
Surely, pie would not be more plentiful than ever in a 
land where business was gelling worse instead of better.

it is always good to learn that the supply of any­ 
thing like.' mince pie is increasing.
